FROM ITS BIRTH

My parents came from Denmark to 


America in 1870 when I was seven 
years old and settled near Atlantic 
lowa. Later they moved to Elk Horn, 
where | attended High School and 
where ] met the young woman, who 
later became my wife. Her father was 
the accomplished Danish decorator 
and artist Mr. A. Hansen; and_ her 
brother the now widely known agric- 
ultural scientist and teacher’ Prof.

church, news of a Danish colony at 
Dickson, Alberta. My wife and I ag- 
reed that this should be investigated. 
Imadethe journey to Dickson and 
was favourably impressed with what I 
saw and heard. The settlers there 
were church people, and Pastor J. C. 
Gundesen was one of their number. 
There was also much I liked about 
the land; and shortly after my return 
home I forwarded money with which to 
purchase a piece of it. This was in 
the year 1908. 

Soon afterwards [ saw an announce- 
ment about a tract of land in Idaho 
that was about to be put under irriga- 
tion. From a distance the proposition 
looked good to me. There were 50,000 
acres in the tract, ample room for a 
good sized colony. I decided to visit 
the project. It would be a long and 
costly journey; but I was determined 
to leave no stone unturned in my ef- 
forts to discover a suitable gathering 
for our relatives friends and country- 
men. 


The land in question lay near the 
Snake River in the far western part of 
the state, almost due south of Boise 
and not far from Twin Falls, a city of 
5,000 peopel, and only five years old. 
The prospects were inviting. The sofl 
was a gray volcanic ash, very rich in 
Plant food. Such fertility un- 
known in Iowa. But there was pract- 
ically no rainfall. On the prairies 
grew nothing but sagebrush and cact- 
us. Grass was found only along water- 
courses. Everything would depend up- 
on irrigation. 

I soon became convinced, however, 
that it would require millions of dol- 
lars to install adequate irrigation, 
sinec a large reservoir would have to 
eb built and an elaborate distributing 
system provided. Wells could be 
made in that region. One had been 
drilled to the depth of 900 feet and 
then abandoned. This did not look 
good tome, and I finally dismissed 
the Idaho project from my mind. 

MY SECOND TRIP TO CANADA 

My favorable report on conditions 
in Canada had caused Mr. J. Myrthu 
of Elk Horn to want to go there. It 
appeared that he had purchased a 
piece of land near Dickson at the 
time, and that he regretted it after-

STATEMENT

On the second last day of the Ses- 
gion, the Prime Minister made a 388- 
minute statement on atomic energy. 
It was full, revealing and reassuring. 

Mr. King spoke on the urgent need 
of controlling the use of the atomic 
bomb or else civilization itself is 
threatened with extinction. He touch- 
ed upon the passionate theme of man’s 
progress being a struggle between the 
forces of good and evil. 

It is useful to note that Mr. King 
made a categorical and emphatic den- 
ial of teh truth of the claim made by 
CCF Member Maclnnis that private 
firms, Duponts in the U. S., linperial 
Chemical Ltd. in the U. Iix., aud Can- 
adian Industries Ltd. in Canada con- 
trol the secrets of the atomic bomb 
and his statement accepted by 
Mr. MacInnis. 

A significant aspect of this “atomic 
energy” statement by the Prime Min- 
ister is that he has urged, during this 
Session of Parliament, that consider- 
ation be given to a limited surrender 
of national sovereignty to a World 
Government. This surrender, he is 
sure, is the only sure guarantee of ab- 
iding international security. 

Not enough publicity has been giv- 
en to this far-reaching declaration by

Mr. King. It marks another high mark 
in his notable political career. And 
since Mr. King does not make idle 


declarations, many Parliament Hill ob- 
servers are expecting action by Cana- 
da to this end. 

There is every possibility that Mr. 
King, implementing his observation by 
practical contributions, will prove that 
Canada is capable of being in the van 
of peace as well as war.

ward. When I made my second trip to 
Canada in March of the following year, 
he accompanied me with a view to re- 
covering his investment. Mr. O. P. 
Larsen of Elk Horn also made the trip 
with us. 

On the train en route we made the 
acquaintance of a representative of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. The man 
was a total stranger to us. When he 
had learned of my efforts to find land 
suitabel for the founding of a Danish 
colony he told us of a_ tract some fif- 
teen miles north of Gleichen, Alberta, 
which he could recommend to us for 
our purpose. We agreed to look it ov- 
er. Consequently we left the train at 
Strathmore from where we, on the fol- 
lowing day, were taken out to the tract 
in question. After having sized up 
the contours of the land and examined 
the soil in various places, we called on 
some of the farmers who lived near 
}leichen to learn what their exper- 
jence had been, and what they thought 
of future prospects. What we saw 
and heard there was entirely satisfact- 
ory. 


We now boarded the train for Cal-, 


gary where C. P. R. headquarters were 
located. Here we arranged for the 
preliminary reservation of 17,000 acres 
on which to found a Danish colony. 
Myrthu and I selected each a quarter 
section near the center of the reserv-

__--THE EARLIEST SETTLERS-- 

In the spring of 1910 the trek to 
Alberta began. Besides myself, my

Our first building was 
a barn to shelter the horses and milch 
cows. A part of this building was also 
used temporarily as living quarters.

NAMING OUR TOWN 

During the summer many land seek- 


ers arrived, and the settlement grew 
But it took a great deal of time 
to drive about on the prairies with the 
new people.
